Twenty-three farmers in ihe Fort 
Vermilion district, in the far north- 
western part of Alberta, 650 miles 
traight north of the international boun 
dary, last year raised a total of 9,200 
bushels of wheat and 13,000 bushels 
of oats. Their average for wheat was 
25% bushels, and for oats the average 
was 36% bushels per acre, They also 
had an average yield of barley of 20 
bushels to the acre. This is the far- 
thest north point in Alberta raising 
grain, and is some 200 miles farther 
north than the farm of Herman 
Trelle op which wes raised the world’s 
champion wheat and oats for 1926.

Some plan, surely, feasible to get 
in touch with the farmers who have 
horses to sell, and have them present 
their animals in shape to get a reason- 
able price, otherwise the Strathmore 
Horse Sale will die a natural death. 

The Standard informed that 
another point which has helped the 
Horse Sale at High River, that en- 
tries are only received from a_ pros- 
cribed area, and that all entries have 
to pass muster before the day of the 
sale, hence the scrubs are eliminated 
before the sale, and the standard is 
kept high so that a larger number of 
buyers ares present knowing that the 
animals will be up to the mark. 

The Horse Sale, made a success, 
will be the means of bringing in a lot 
of new money to the district, and 
every effort should be made to locate 
the trouble, and then go out and rem- 
edy it,
